She begged for time, bhe supplicated 
the Virgin to interpose and save her young 
days; she grovelled at the feet of her 
guards ; her shrieks and groans rung from 
the very scaffold, she struggled with the 
executioner, till even he was half overpow- 
ered by her pleading beauty. 


At length her strength and reason failed, 


she became insensible. The fatal cord waa 
adjusted, and tbe poor wretch left to hang 
for the usually appointed period. 


Her body, according to the sentence of 


It fell 
to the lot of a rising anatomist, named

BBATKK BT FORCE or NDKBEJU. — Though 


outnumbered by the enemy in the late bat- 
tle, says the Cincinnati Commercial, the 
Army of the Cumberland was very large. 
General Bosecrans had no superfluous 
forces at any point. His reserves were up, 
and put into the fight just when and where 
they were needed. In many of our battles 
it has been said we were beaten or failed 
to attain complete success, because the 
commanding generals did not use all their 
troops. There have been occasions when 
we have been beaten in one part of the field, 
and have had ample forces near, but not 
engaged to have changed the aspect of af- 
fairs. Will the critics be so good as to ob- 
serve that every brigade south of the Ten- 
nessee river was fought to the extent of its 
capacity—that there is not one of them that 
will not have casualty lists to show ? The 
Army of the Cumberland was driven back 
upon Chattanooga not by the superior fight- 
ing or generalship of the enemy, but by the 
pressure of numbers; and the vast host 
collected to crush Rosecrans at a blow, was 
so mangled and shaken by the two days' 
combat as to be unable to improve their 
advantages. The rebel press is in full cry 
that the result is a defeat unless the Army 
of the Cumberland is destroyed; and the 
symptoms of its destruction certainly have 
not been on the increase within a week.

— A Washington correspond- 
ent of the New York Commercial saya that 
the government wilt obtain only 75,000 sol- 
diers of the 300,000 wanted. 
Something 


must therefore be done to supply the omis- 
sion. He says : 


An inquiry relative to tbe results of the 


conscription shows tbat a recent estimate 
of over a hundred thousand far exceeds the 
actual number. 
Seventy five thousand sol 


diers will fill the best estimate now made. 
In this district the average is better than 
anywhere else, and about one soldier in 
every ten is obtained, while in some north- 
ern places not one in forty or fifty is had, 
The general average is not more than one 
in twenty. Of course more troops must be 
had, and the question of another draft is 
already agitated. It is thought that con- 
gress may abolieh the financial exemption 
clause, and a new medical board reduce 
the physical causes for exemption, thus 
making the draft more efficient. 
If tbe re- 


cent successes be continued, volunteering 
wonld probably furnish thousands of sol- 
diers who would like to be "in at the 
death " of the rebellion, and besides thus 
far it ia believed to be less expensive and 
more expeditious than the draft.

ANEW STYLE OF .WARFARE.—The Chi- 


cago Tribune's correspondent from Tren- 
ton, La., saya : 


A lew weeks since, when Gen. Gilmore 


threw a few of his Greek fire shells into 
the city of Charleston, the rebels became 
highly indignant, at what they declared to 
be an inhuman mode of warfare, but >it 
seems they are by no means choice of the.

CONSCRIPTION.—A Washington correspond- 
ent of the New York Commercial'saya-that 
tbe .government will obtain only 75,000 sol- 
diere of the 300,000 wanted. Something 
must therefore be done to supply the omis- 
sion.

An inquiry relative to the resulta of the 


conscription shows that a recent estimate 
of over a hundred thousand far exceeds the 
actual number. Seventy five thousand sol- 
diers will fill the best estimate now made. 
In thii district the average is better than 
anywhere else, and about one soldier in 
every .ten is obtained, while in some north- 
;ern places not one in forty or fifty is had. 
The general average is not more than one 
in-twenty. Of course more-troops must be 
had, and the question of-another draft is 
already agitated. It ia thought that con- 
gress may abolifh the financial exemption 
clause, and a new medical board reduce 
the physical causes for exemption, thus 
making the draft more efficient. If the re- 
cent successes be continued, volunteering 
would probably furnish thousands of sol- 
diers who would like to be "in at the 
death" of the rebellion, and basides thus 
far it is believed to be- less -expensive and 
more expeditions than the draft,- '
